Walteria
showed less interest in an im-
proved water system than in
opposing a_ proposed rubbish
dump, a proposal which several
weeks ago aroused the com:

At the same time, some
residents living in the shelter of
the Palos Verdes, while leaving
an imaginary “George” to fix
the water system, continued to
swear by the community as

_ideal for residential purposes.

in action.”

A graduate of Torrance High
school in' June, 1939, Lieutenant
Stewart had distinguished him-
self as an outstanding athlete
while a student at Torrance
High school, winning the Marine
League high jump record of
6 ft. 715/16 inches in March,
1941. Competing in an invitational
meet at Provo, Utah, in April,
1941, he established a ‘new world
record when the Torrance youth
crossed the bar at 6 feet 103/8
inches on the first jump, crack-
ing the previous world record
of 6 feet 93/4 inches held joint-
ly by Davé Albritton and Mel
Walker of Ohio State. This new
title was held by Stewart brief-
ly, however, for only two hours
afterward on the same date his
new record was broken by Les|-
Steers of Oregon, who made the
high jump of 6 feet 1025/32 in-
ches to better Stewart's mark.

In June, 1941, Stewart won
national promlnence when he
won both the junior and senior
high jumping championships in
the National A.A.U, at Philadel-
phia. He leaped 6 feet 83/8 in-
ches to win the junior champion-
